In facl I'm quilt sure 
Thai mosi of the Advisory Council, 
many of whom were in the original 
working group, can conhrm Ihal it was 
the Iona Communiiy who mainly pressed 
ihe point aboul having an Advisory 
Council, In Tsicl, ihey wanted 10 give 
it far more powers to be able to counter 
the irresponsible folk like Alan Parker 

I would suggest Lhal the article is a 
fabrication of lies and half-truths skih 
fully blended to appear plausible. 

We worked for almost a year wilh 
practically no formal rules and discipline. 
We found lhal this did not work and thaE 
the people who were supposedly ideolo¬ 
gically committed were frequently no 
better and often worse than the rest. 
For instance one 'idealise' who worked 
in the factory for a short rime on a 
temporary basis, consistently came in one 
or often two hours late in Ihe morning 
and refused 10 make ihe lime up in ihe 
evening When we threatened to deduct 
an equivalent amount from his wages, 
he came in promptly every morning We 
have gradually—always after full dis¬ 
cussion and majority voles—introduced 
more rules and disciplines I Blink that 
this has been one of the successes of Lhc 
factory that (he workers have chosen 
their own disciplines and that they most 
certainly haven'l chosen what would he 
the easy way out for themselves 

There seems In be a complete lack 
of knowledge of how the toe lory deci¬ 
sions are In ken . 

We have a meeting every two weeks, 
ihe agenda for which has to be displayed 
two days beforehand, from 4 pin. to 
5,30 p.m (with tea break meeiines for 
urgenI matters! Everyone in the fac¬ 
tory is free 10 add any item to die 
agenda and at Ihe meeting each item is 
taken in ium If ihe agenda is not 
com pie led ihe item is carried on to the 
nesl meeting. Everyone in die factory 
takes his turn of hemp chairman at the 
meetings and each person has exaeliv 
one vote. At our AGM ihe directors, 
manager and foreman are elected The 
manager and foreman have been allo¬ 
cated disciplinary powers and arc answer- 
able to the full meeting a I any time 

Far from wanting to stay on and 
maintain my position in ihe factory, 1

In ihu months before lhc factory wus 
offitsJnlly ope***' several of us 
every momeni wc had to ihe hard 

dogging work of preparing The p«- 
mto- eic Walter carefully avoided 
inylhing resembling hard work with Bil 
exception of two jobs which took three 
days He whs the twdflb worker we 
wok into ihe factory and was at ihe 
nmc unemployed. According to bo lax 
returns the wage he was earning in The 
factory was higher than whsd he had 
earned in bis previous job: my vuhiry 
was utmost half of what it had pre¬ 
viously been Shortly after he came into 
The factors he went through a phase of 
doing prut lie,ills no work for hours on 
end. day after day, reputedly writing 
his name The situation got so bud 
that I returned after ;i business trip 19 
find Thai the other workers wiinied to 
hold a meeting To sack him Hne or 
two of us who knew him asked them 
lo reconsider their decision on the 
grounds that he was facing very difficult 
personal problems They did in fact 
agree to give him another chance. These 
same workers who were at This time 
carrying Walter economically, were eon- 
stantly subjected tit tea-breaks, lunch- 
hour ansi during working hours to long 
iimdes from him about the bomb I 
w^s frequently embarrassed to hear his 
arrogant and tactless remarks about the 
other boys made in Their presence. For 
example on one occasion he had a 
screaming match with the other workers, 
called them murderers, and went dashing 
out in The middle of (he working day to 
demonstrate outside 5 TUC offices. Mean- 
while it was the hard work, skill and 
patience of someone like Bob Carrmhefs 
which was enabling him to draw a wage 
packet During a period when the fac¬ 
tory desperately needed production 
Walter refused to do overtime. 

After a period he appeared to settle 
down 10 some ex lent and we though!

end there. Among thousands, of 
families, spending power will he 
drastically cut, which in iIs turn 
will lead to further repercussions af¬ 
fecting a wide range of industries. 

The measures taken by the 
Government are ones to make 
British companies more compel! t life. 
In order to do this the living stan¬ 
dards of workers are under attack, 
whether it is just by the wage freeze, 
work sharing nr by being sacked 
Accompanying this and because of 
it, employers wall try to break the 
rank and file union organisation 
which exists in their factories, etc 

We are only just beginning to 
see Ihe first effects of the squeeze 
Already they are frightening For 
instance, many firms will not take the 
BMC workers on anyway, One of 
their shop stewards has said We 
are militant, we want higher wages 
than the small engineering companies 
are used to paying-—and we wtp get 
back into Lhe motor industry as soon 
as we can/ 

Figures have been quoted that 
more vacancies exist than there are 
redundancies, but these vacancies 
are fast disappearing as the squeeze 
continues. So while things look bleak 
now', they will get worse before they 
get better. Many estimates have 
been made of just how bad things 
will get. but it is certain that the 
figure most quoted by the Govern¬ 
ment* of 470.000 unemployed, is an 
extremely optimistic one However 
file Economist has pointed out that 
there does seem to be some mis¬ 
understanding as to what was 
actually said by Mr. Wilson on July 
20. which was as follows: Tf ihe 
figure of unemployment were, after 
all the rcabsorpiion. after all the 
redeployment and after all the 
measures for regional distribution, 
to rise to a figure between I|? and 
2 f 470,000) I do not believe that 
the House as a whole would con¬ 
sider that unacceptable". Com¬ 
menting on this. The Economist says. 
'This sentence was, be it noted, very 
craftily worded If unemployment 
were to go much higher in the 
winter of this year, or next year or 
even of 1968-69. the Prime Minister 
might still say that all lhe ^ab¬ 
sorption. all the redeployment, etc., 
had not been completed yet.' 

How true this is, but we expect it 
from so astute a politician as the 
Prime Minister, but the statement 
is also an arrogant one in which he 
considers that it is only the opinions 
of Members of parliament on unem¬ 
ployment (hat are important. There 
is no mention of the electorate. So 
what has been termed by Mr, Wilson 
as a ‘shake-out’ could end up as a 
national u nem pJoyroe n t fi g u re o f 2 .,. 
The government speaks of redeploy¬ 
ment to where labour is Urgently 
needed. Certainly there is a shortage 
of skilled labour* but with only 31 
Government Training Centres, 
capable of training 12.000 workers 
a year, this hardly matches up to 
the proportion of the Nhate-ouf. 

PRODUCTIVITY CONFERENCE 

If the squeeze is going I ft solve 
lhe p re sen I problems of ihe 
economy, there will have to be re¬ 
deployment and also increased pro¬ 
ductivity At this week's National 
Productivity Conference Mr Wilson 
spoke of the industrial capacity 
coming through redeploy men I and 
that the Government would give top 
priority lor more investment to use 
this capacity. In fact the solving of 
the capitalist crisis is put before any 
increase in social services and ibis 
will suffer while the Government 
assists companies with investments. 
All those present at lit is conference 


(Ministers, civil servants. industrial¬ 
ists and trade union leaders) were 
in agreement about one thing, the 
need for increased productivity The 
workers* who are really concerned 
and who will be most affected* were 
not present and neither were their 
opinions required, but it will he the 
workers who will he called upon 
and disciplined to increase produc¬ 
tivity This simply means that they 
warn more work from you in the 
same amount of time. 

The only real resistance to this 
whole economic policy can come 
from an organised rank and file 
With few exceptions, the trade union 
leadership is only loo willing to 
help the Govern mem solve the 
present problems facing capitalism. 
More and more* the Trade Union 
leadership, the Government and the 
employers seem to be as one. form¬ 
ing a corporate unit. With this 
line-up workers face a hard struggle, 
which will affect the whole of the 
working class. Living standards, 
working conditions, job union 
organisation are all under attack, 
added to which is what is called a 
‘planned rate of unemployment’, a 
nice 'respectable' or ‘tolerable’ figure 
of 2 per cent 

A STRONG POSITION 

Some people might say this can¬ 
not happen, that the Government 
will be defeated before it carries 
nut these policies, bui 1 think that* 
on the contrary* the Government is 
in a very strong position. National 
opinion polls rate them the same 
percentage lead now as at the 
General Election. No revolt of 
Labour MPs is ever likely to reach 
the strength required to bring down 
the present Government and as for 
official union action ever shaking 
Mr Wilson, this is sheer utopianism. 
If the "shake-out" docs not take 
place, the whole point of die Govern¬ 
ment's policy will he lost. 

The natural and right demand in 
the face of sackings is work-sharing 
On the whole this has been lhe 
response of workers affected by 
redundancies, but it is considered 
uneconomic by many managements 
and. because of this, a conflict 
arises, Isolated strikes at factories 
affected by redundancies do not 
realty change very much, but at a 
factory not affected bv short time 
or .suckings, such as the BMC’s MG 
sports car plant at Abingdon, action 
of this sort would be so much more 
effective. 

The trouble is that rank and file 
organisation is fragmented and the 
danger is that any direct action by 
workers will be isolated and inef¬ 
fectual Where these problems can 
be overcome, workers wall be able 
to put up a struggle and gain their 
demands. However during the next 
few months this will be mainly a 
holding operation* hanging on and 
defending the conditions that have 
been won. The struggle is a political 
one against the State and the em¬ 
ployers who are out to tame the 
movement Which exists at rank and 
file level at the place of work This 
* where tlic struggle will lake place* 
not in lhe Conference Halls at Black- 
piM>l and Brighton, Rank and file 
committees that exist in industry 
should co-ordinate their activities-for 
industrial action, should not be iso¬ 
lated. and active support should be 
given by other rank and file com¬ 
mit lees. All workers are facing a 
very real crisis and only co¬ 
ordination of efforts and solidarity of 
action defeat the joinl attempt of 
ihe Stale* the majority of the trade 
union leadership and lhe employers 
10 discipline ihe trade union 
movement.
